THE FINANCIAL SITUATION.

The Philadelphia Times in alluding to 


the subject gives the case somewhat in 
detail as follows : 


When President Cleveland retired on 


the 4th of March, 1889, he left a surplus 
in the Treasury of $05,000,000 exclusive 
of the subsidiary coin and deposits to 
credit of paymasters for the payment of 
matured obligations against theGovern- 
ment. In addition to tiiis $6o,0(>0,000 
(here was in the Treasury the bank note 
redemption fund of $55,000,000 held for 
llie redemplion of National Bank notes. 


The last Republican Congress that 


•served during the first two years of 
President Harrison's term not only dis- 
sipated the $03,000,000 of surplus, but it 
covered into the Treasury the $5.5,000,- 
000 of trust fund for the redemption of 
hank notes and expended that also. It 
also passed bills increasing the perman- 
uent expenditures of the Government 
iiver $00 000.000 a year, and enacted a 
new tariff law that increased the cost of 
the necessaries of life and diminished 
the revenues of the Treasury.

that President Harrison retired from 
ollice he had expended the $120,000,- 
000 of surplus, and could make a 
balance appear in the Treasury only by 
falsifying tbe accounts and claiming as 
assets the deposits to the credit of pay- 
masters and the subsidiary coin which 
could not be used for the payment of a 
dollar of public debt. Thus President 
Harrison retired after having expended 
Jl:JO,OoO,OOfl of surplus, increased 
the 


permanent expenses over $60,000.000 a 
\ear, aud reduced the revenue while in- 
creasing the taxes upon tlie people. 


When Mr. Cleveland came into power 


in 1893 lie found a bankrupt Treasury, 
reduced revenues from the McKinley 
tariff, and largely increased expenditures 
which he was compelled to meet. In ad- 
dition to these misfortunes, financial dis- 
turbance came from tbe disastrous silver 
policy of the Harrison administration, 
and business and industrial depression 
prevailed not only throughout our entire 
land but throughout the whole world. 
Tariff revenues were diminished while 
die expenditures created by the Harrison 
administration remained and must be 
met out of the Treasury. Thus without 
having created a single dollar of addi- 
tional expenditure under his own admin- 
istration, Mr. Cleveland has been com- 
pelled to meet largely increased expenses 
with largely reduced revenues. 


The new tariff bill will doubtless pro- 


duce ample levunue when it shall be 
fairly under way, but until thPn the 
Government credit must lie maintained, 
and it can be done only by resorts to 
loans. This method lias been adopted 
liy the President, and it is a manly as- 
surance to the country and to the world 
that the credit of the nation, so vital to 
Ihe success of all enterprises, will be 
scrupulously maintained during the en- 
tire term of Hie piesenl administration.

Tlte political tide that engulfed the 


Democratic party on the (Jtli ot Xovein- 
uer is already turning and lite flood is 
surging back. A Cincinnati dispatch of 
the 13th, says: 


"A special election was held in tliis 


(Hamilton) county to-day. One week 
ago the Republicans cariird the county 
by over i2.000. To-day the Democrats 
carried it by over ,'!,SOO, making a 25,000 
Hop in one week. 


Tlie election to-day was for Judge of 


the Insolvency Court. Tlie Republican 
nominee was Attorney John 11. Von Seg- 
gern, the Democratic nominee Attorney 
Aaron HcXeill. 


This was a big flop within a week, and 


is evidence the De-aocrats of Ohio are 
not dead. 


Much as the good workmen produced 


by the old apprenticeship system have 
been praised, no thoughtful man would 
care to turn the world back to such a 
wasteful system of teaching skill. It is 
true that in the absence of special schools 
foi teaching trades, aud also of the 
apprenticeship system, good workmen 
become scarce, those who learn trades 
picking them upslowly without guidance. 
But having des royed the wasteful ap- 
prenticeship system, society now provides 
manual training or trade schools to take 
ihe place of that system. It has been 
proved beyond doubt that they can make 
as good workmen as apprentices ever be- 
came, and in much less time than the 
latter are required to sene. 


In the larger cities the boys are toler- 


ably well provided for. They may get a 
general education in the public orparoch- 
ial schools, and then they may attend 
special schools where trades or profes- 
sions are taught, or business colleges. 
Some, of course, are too poor to avail 
themselves of these advantages, but even 
lor the poor who aie required to go to 
work without special training night 
schools are provided, and with such help 
they may advance themselves. 


So much has been said of the higher 


education of women that there is a very 
general assumption Unit the position of a 
>oung girl with respect to education lias 
been greatly improved during the last 
half hundred jears. It Las been improv- 
ed so far as general education is con- 
cerned, aud so far as the opening of some 
of the professional schools to women 
provides for their special training, but in 
one matter of tlie first importance the 
position of a young girl of the present 
day is not as farorable to the develop- 
ment of her powers its was that of her 
grandmother. 


Elizabeth Bisland, writing in the 


^"orl/i Ainerimn Iti i inr, (mints out that, 
notwithstanding the recent enlargement 
of tlie field of work for women, the bulk 
of the sex devote their lives to the pro- 
fession of housewifery and to the duties 
of wife and motherhood. In the olden 
time, before the higher education ab- 


think the other turkeys, poor insignifi- 
cant tilings, and the chickens, sorry 
creatures, knew it also. At least, they 
have all shown a wholesome respect for 
my power, but 1 must admit that I liave 
been slow to impress the people with my 
importance. It has come at last, how- 
ever. See how they truckle to me, kow- 
tow to me, supply my every want almost 
before it is felt, and make menials of 
themselves to cater to my pleasure!" 


This he said to himself as he walked 


by himself. The other citizens of tbe 
farmyard looked at him with glowering 
faces and the bitterness of envy in 
their hearts. lie had always tyranui/.ed 
over them, and they hated him with a 
hatred all the more deadly hecause it 
was concealed under the mask of re- 
spect.

Our l>angerous Floating Debt. 


The Government of the United States 


has too large a floating debt to do bi si- 
ness with safety, 
[t could manage to 


get along pretty smoothly as long as it 
had a large surplus of ready cash on 
hand with which to tide over such emer- 
gent occasions as occurred in 1873 and 
1SS4. But there is danger in redundant 
revenue and large 
surpluses. 
They 


breed extravagance as surfeits breed 
indigestion. There would be no billion 
dollars expenditure every two years if 
there had not been an opportunity and 
an incitement in the condition of the 
federal Treasury. The demand liabili- 
ties of the Treasury are, therefore, not 
only a mischief in theraselven, but they 
are the prolific source of collateral mis- 
chiefs.

113 to the true nature and office of money 
by making an evidence of debt an ar- 
bitrary measure of value. There in no 
way out of the evil in which the finances 
of the country are entangled except to 
take immediate measures to rid our- 
selves of Government paper money. 
Until that shall have been accomplished 
no safe basis of business can be estab- 
lished that will not be at any time liable 
to upheaval as the result ot a financial 
convulsion, engineered possibly by cliq ties 
or syndicates organized to make profit 
out of public disaster.—1'MUi.

Apprenticeship to trades passed away 


from the larger citi s (it still lingers in 
country places) with the specialization of 
branches of trade, the general introduc- 
tion of machinery and the changed con- 
ditions of living, due to a great expan- 
sion of manufacturing establishments. 
It would be impossible to restore it, even 
though it should be thou <ht desirable to 
do so, but in place of it has been built up 
to some exteut a system of special school 
training. 


When the boys were apprentices the 


girls were being taught by their mothers 
all the various household arts and scien- 
ces. 
They were fitted to become wives 


and mothers, not merely by being taught 
to sew and cook, but by being instructed 
in household hygiene, the care of children 
and the economic administration of 
affairs. But time has changed the con- 
ditions under which household work is 
done. Innumerable things that used to 
lie produced at home are now bought 
from the factory; there is more leisure 
for education and the girls receive a bet- 
ter general education. But their destiny 
remains the same. Nine-tenths of them 
must look forward to entering the pro- 
fession of a housewife some day, and for 
this they should have special training, 
just as the bojs are given special train- 
ing for the trades or professions they ex- 
pect to enter. As muc.h of this training 
as may be should be given at home, but 
it can be supplemented by school work. 


There is no reason to limit the ambi- 


tions of girls or shut them out of other 
professional schools. If they want to be 
doctors or lawyers, they are obliged to 
enter medical or law schools. If they 
want to or expect to become housewives, 
they should enter a school for housewives 
—that of their own homes or an organ? 
ized institution. Their general educa- 
tion has done for them no .acre than it 
has done for the boys. It nas trained 
their faculties, cultivated their tastes, 
fitted them for special studies, and they 
should follow the example of their broth- 
ers by preparing themselves in some way 
for the special life-work that lies before 
them.—Kotilo. Sim.

Attorney General Hensel having beeu 


applied to by the Auditor General, at the

He 
holds that it was the intention of the act 
of 1893 simply to amend the act of 1SS5 
)} providing that hereafter marriage 
icenses might issue either out ot the 
county in which the ceremony was to be 
performed, as heretofore, or out of the 
county of tlie residence of e.therofthe 
contracting parties. By the terms of the 
act of 1893 ita enlarged provisions do not 
become effective until October 1st, 1895 
Meantime it is the opinion of Mr Ilense! 
that tue act of June 23d, 1885, requiring 
marriage licenses and imposing a penalty 
for the solemniaition or witnessing of 
marriages without such licenses, is iu full 
force aud operation. Under its provis- 
ions, and for the next year, tbe license 
must issue in the county where tbe mar- 
riage is performed. After Oct. 1st, 1895 
the bride or the groom may obtain a 
license in the county of the residence of 
either, and such a license shall authorize 
the marriage ceremony to be performed 
in any county of this Commonwealth 
Until that date the marriage license law 
remains as it was before the act of May 
1st, 1893. was approved.

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THE ART OF SCHOOL TEACHING. 
For several months past the question 


of teachers' salaries has been agitated in 
a number of cities and counties of this 
State, notably in Philadelphia. II is as- 
serted by teachers and by most news- 
papers that teachers are not receiving 
sufficient recompense for their services. 
In onr own county, we are informed, 
the average salary is about $i3 per 
month for a term of six months, making 
$16$, the amount of money received for 
a year's services. 
Should the school 


term extend over the 12 months, at $28 
per month, the pay would fair at least, 
but $168, being the total income for a 
year is clearly not sufficient. 


The art of school teaching fits one for 


that profession and for no other. Man- 
ual labor during the summer months is 
plainly out of a line of one who is not 
used to it and a teacher should not be 
asked to do it. A good teacher will 
make preparation during the summer 
months for the work of the winter, and 
ought not to be expected to labor in 
other lines for bis living during that 
lime. We have schools for the purpose 
of teaching our children, not as a money- 
making concern, and we have no right 
to ask the teacher of the school to de- 
vote his or her time conscientiously to 
the instruction of our children, which 
will occupy the time of the whole year, 
aud expect to get good service at $168 
per annum. 


We ought to take pride in efficient 


schools and school teachers and should 
aim at that rather than at the something 
which we can get for the smallest 
amount of money. Give the teacher a 
show. 


The statistics relating to the pay of 


the 26.241 teachers of the Slate will be 
interesting. The total sum expended 
last year for this purpose was 48,998,343. 


This amount might, at a casual glance, 


strike 01.e as a rather large investment: 
but when reduced to its individual sig- 
nificance it means an average monthly 
salary for the male teacher of 844.16, 
and for the female teacher of $33 05 
The schools of the State numbered in 
January last 24 541, with 12 869 grad d 
schools, which represents a gain of 1,094 
schools during the preceding 
twelve 


months. The pupils had also increased 
from 1,004,407 to 1,040,679. One cause 
for this great growth may be found in 
the initial operation of the free text- 
book law. "Without doubt," declares 
Dr. Schaeffer, "the introduction of free 
taxt-books has been the most important 
step of progress since the year 1867. 
Several Superintendents specify an in- 
crease, ranging fioin 20 to 30 percent. 
Others report better classification, bet- 
ter grading and better teaching as the 
result of free textrbooks." 


Since 1873 the State has appropriated 


*41,000,000 for the public schools. State 
Superintendent Scliaeffer has just issued 
a statement to that effect. From 1843 
to 1874 there was appropriated $9,978,- 
000 toward the maintenance of the 
schools. From 1874' until 1877 the an- 
nual appropriation was SI ,000.000. Sub- 
sequently it was increased to $1,500.000, 
and afterwards to $2000,000. 
Three 


years ago the amount was placed at $o,- 
000,000 annually, and in 1893 to 5,500, 
000. During the Beaver Administra- 
tion there was appropriated 
to the 


schools of the State $7,000,000, and dur- 
ing the Pattisoa Atlministration. $21 ,- 
000.000. 


The latest report of the Xational Bu- 


reau of Education places Pennsylvania 
only twenty-eighth with respect to the 
average salary of male teachers, and 
twenty-ninth with respect to the aver- 
age salary of female teachers. Such a 
showing bears witness to a want of 
proper gratitude toward those public 
servants upon whom, after all, the edu-

Death of Senator Ross. 


State Senator George Ross, died at his 


home in Doylestown yesterday a week. 
-Mr. Ross' term would have expired with 
the present Legislature. He was not a 
candidate for re-election. 


Mr. Ross was born in Doylestown, in 


1841. lie graduated from Princton College 
in 1SC4, 
and practiced law ever since in 


Bucks and neighboring counties. He was 
a member of the State Constitutional Con- 
vention in 1S73 ; was elected to the State 
Senate in 1SS8 and re-elected in 1890. He 
was the Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress from the seventh district in 1884 
and 188.H. 


He was buried on Thursday last from 


his home. His large acquaintance brought 
to his funeral many of the prominent men 
of the state, among whom he was a leader. 
As a Democrat he was prominent, being 
among the foremost of his party in intelli- 
gence and wisdom. 


The remains were accompanied to the 


grave by the Senatorial Committee, repre- 
sentatives of the judiciary, members of 
the bar and hundreds of the Senator's 
friends and acquaintances.

1'KICES ASD COXDITIOXS. 


The Export of Wheat and It« Effect on th 


Treasury Supply of Gold. 


As a comparison of one's business will 


that of another's always interesting, w 
take from tbe Baltimore Sun. an articl 
which compares tbe relative situations o 
farmers and mechanics. Tbe farmer 
the most independent business man in 
this country and bis sources of revenu 
are the most numerous. 


There are and have been ever since the 


passage of the new tariff bill signs of 
revival of industry all over the country 
Fires have been lighted in furnaces ant 
factories which had suspended during 
the uncertainty and depression of th 
Senate tariff debaleand are nowoperatinj 
with renewed and increased activity 
But there is one great obstacle to th 
return of substantial prosperity whicl 
must not be overlooked. The million 
of people in the United States who are 
engaged in the p.oduction of wheat am 
cotton form the greatest consuming 
class. With cotton at five cents a pound 
and wheat at fifty cents a bushel these 
people cannot buy manufactured goods 
The price obtained will scarcely pay taxes 
and labor and the ordinary expenses o 
conducting the farm. After the cost oi 
production is met no surplus remains to 
buy even those things which are con 
sidered necessaries of life, much less foi 
the put chase of luxuries. 


The fertilizer bill must be reduced, 


the old farm machinery will have to be 
patched up, while the farmer and his 
wife and daughters must defer the time 
for the purchase of a new suit of clothes 
New buildings and all but the absolutely 
necessary repairs to the old ones] musi 
also be abandoned. 
Where, then, is the 


product of the factories to be consumed? 
The manufacturing plant of the Unitet 
States can in six months produce enough 
to supply the home market, on which 
the reliance of the factories is placed for 
a whole year. And this it can do even 
when the farmers and planters are pros- 
perous and buying what they need. 
This is one of the results of the over- 
stimulation of manufactures by the 
protective policy. 


If we estimate the crop of wheat in 


the United States at five hundred million 
bushels, and that it takes fifty cenls a 
bushel to pay expenses, then since the 
McKinley bill went into effect, four 
years ago, the farmers have 8250,000,000 
a year less with which to buy of the 
manufacturers. 
One year ago cotton 


was worth Si cents a pound. If ow it is 
worth 5 cents. Accepting the estimate 
of nine million bales for the crop of the 
present year, this means that the reve- 
nues of the cotton States will be dim- 
inished by $146,000,000 on a single staple. 
The average price of cotton for the 
decade ended with 1877 was about 18 
cents; for that ended with 1887 it was 12 
cents, and from 1SS4 to 1893 it was over 
10 cents. It will be seen, therefore, how 
enormously the purchasing power of the 
cotton States decreased, each cent a 
pound amounting Io $45,000,000 ou a 
singlecrop. But thedecreaseof revenue 
is more than it apparently is. If what 
remains is only sufficient to pay the ex- 
pense of producing the crop and it is 
probably not even sufficient for that, 
then the entire fund from this source 
available for buying supplies from the 
factories is gone.

AVben better prices for cotton prevailed 
the South devoted its entire energies to 
its production, buying its meat, com, 
tay and mules from the West. This the 
South can no longer do, but must raise 
these articles for itself or go without. 
The result of this necessity is already 
apparent in the increased production of 
corn and meat in the South and tbe in- 
creased dis:rens of the Western farmer. 


The effect of the low price of wheat 


and cotton upon what is called the 
balanc» of trade must be great, and it 
will account in a measure for the greater 
outflow of gold from this country to 
Euro!*) during the last year or two. 
The average annual export of wheat 
from the United States is not far from a 
hundred and fifty million bushels, and 
of cotton this year will reach seventeen 
hundred million pounds. 
Instead of 


bringing back from Europe $320,000,000 
as it did when wheat was a dollar and 
cotton ten cents, America will receive 
only*160,000,000. This means that the dif- 
ference must be made up in some other

The out look for the farmer seems 


gloomy enough, but to us not so dark as 
that of the factory operative and others 
dependent on tbe manufacturing in- 
terests. The farmer, if he is out of debt, 
can get along. He has a roof over his 
head »cd no monthly rent to pay. He 
can raise on his farm sufficient food for 
his family and will find not much dif- 
ficulty about his clothes. But if the fac- 
tories go into overproduction and have 
to close for half the year, how are the 
inhabitants of the factory towns going to 
pay rent and buy food ? That is a ques- 
tion worth considering. 


Mulching or Stn>wberrle>. 


As plants grow until freezing weather 


sets in, mulching must be delayed until 
the ground is frozen sufficiently tc hold 
up a loaded wagon. With a wide-tired 
vehicle there is less danger of injuring 
tbe crowns. Any kind of straw may be 
used. That most free from weed or 
grass seeds is best. Stab'e manure is 
good where the land aeeds enriching, but 
it must not be placed directly on the 
plants. 
Marsh hay is most desirable 


but any straw or coarse litter will 
answer. 


The object of mulching strawberries 


in autumn is to prevent rapid thawing. 
When once frozen the frost should come 
out very gradually. If the ground is 
merely shaded this object will be ac- 
complished. To conserve moisture in 
the spring until after the berries are 
picked, apply the mulch thickly between 
the rows. Put a little light chaff direct- 
ly on the plants. Rake off this chaff 
when growth begins. As freezing and 
thawing is not rapid or frequent in Dec- 
ember, mulching may often be delayed 
even to the letter part of January.

Pcrcberon llors.es. 


In the midst of the general decline of 


values which has marked the last few 
years, no horses have suffered less than 
the Percherons. The reason is that the 
Percheron combines, in an eminent 
degree, weight and strength with activ- 
ity. 
It occupies a place between the 


light classes, of which the American 
•road horse is a fair type and the pon- 
derous, powerful but slow-moving draft 
horses of British or Belg an origin 
The 


Percheron is, iu a sense, a made-up 
breed, but it has been bred on strict lines 
so long that the type has become ;is firm- 
ly fixed as that of the Arab itself. The 
oriental horses which were left in France 
when the tide of Saracenic invasion was 
turntdback by Charles Martel, crossed. 
upon the native mares, helped to form 
the breed of La Perehe. Subsequent 
infusions of Arab and Barb blood have 
contributed to maintain the spirit, action 
and docility for which the Percheron is 
distinguished among heavy horses. The 
French government, royal, imperial, or 
republican, has always taken » special 
interest in horse breeding, and aided it 
by expert supervision, prizes and sub- 
sidies. With this encouragement and a 
genuine love for the persuit, it is little 
wonder that French horse breeders have 
striven to maintain the purity and high 
character of their horses. An additional 
stimulant has been given during the last 
thirty' years by the demands of the 
American market which afforded a pro- 
fitable outlet for a large pait of the sur- 
plus of really good horses. The earliest 
importations to this country consisted 
mostly of grav horses. But the Brill- 
iants and many other black I'ercherons 
were so excellent in quality, and attained 
such great reputation that black has 
become a popular color for the breed 
among American horsemen.—Jw. Anri- 
culturiit.

Keeping Applrs in H,,. Ci-ll.ir. 


Apples intended for wintering i n ' h e 


cellar or for home use, should not he 
placed there until cold weather, and 
during all their journey from the tree 
should be handled with great e;ire, to 
avoid abrasion of the skin, or bruises 
which often prove as destructive as when 
the skin is broken. Such Ions-keeping 
varieties as Russets may, if iu good order, 
be placed directly in barrels and uot 
again handled until ripe in March or 
April. It is best to place other varieties 
in bushel boxes or upon hanging shelves 
and then not more than live or six deep, 
so that they may be looked over occa- 
sionally and the damaged or ilecajed 
ones removed. If the cellar is natural!) 
dry, causing the fruit to shrive], then 
place near to or directly upon tlie cellar 
bottom, where it is, of course, cooler 
and more moist. However, if damp and 
liable to cause mold oi induce decay, 
then remove them as far as possible from 
the floor, as the dryest atmosphere rises 
to the ceiling. During the winter if an 
apple shows the least signs of decay 
remove it and at once use it in any avail- 
able manner desired.

A Monkey \VUk-li Itcrtsoucil.

I was stopping at a hotel in Jackson- 


ville, Fla. ily windows oveilooked the 
back yards of several stores wliich front- 
ed on Hiiy street. In the rear of one of 
tliese, and right under my windows, a 
monkey alrant as larere as a eat was 
chained to a larpe live oak tree. The 
chain was a Ion?; one, allowing the mon- 
key to climb into tbe branches of the 
tree and also to the Hat roof of a shed 
uear by. 


The gambols and tricks of that little 


monkey afforded me much amusement, 
and I watched it with no little astonish- 
ment as well, for many of its actions 
showed a huraau-like intelligence to an 
uncommon degree.'sncli as I had never 
before witnessed in an animal. I will 
give one example of its reasoning power. 


A characteiistic of the live oak tree is 


the presence of a hole or "well'1 situated 
ata point where the trunk separates into 
several wide-spreading branches. This 
tree is different from most varieties in 
that its main trunk, however large or 
old the tree may be, continues for only a 
short distance from the ground, frequent- 
ly not over 10 or 15 feet and sometimes 
not half of that. The well is generally 
large enough to hold a gallon or more of 
rainfall. Water is usually present, ex- 
cept iu thedryest seasons, anil this ac- 
counts for the common name. 


One day I bought a dozen doughnuts, 


the kind with a hole through the middle, 
and carried them to my room. The 
greater part of them were laid away and 
forgotten until they were too hard to eat. 
Thinking the monkey would like them, 
1 threw him one and he snatched it up 
and scampered to the top of the shed. 
The monkey had evidently never seen a 
doughnut before, for he gave it a most 
critical examination. lie then held it up 
and peeped through the hole, and next 
[>laued it on one of h s lingers and twirled 
it around with evident delight. Finally, 
having exhausted his curiosity, he tried 
to bite a piece out of it, but it was loo 
hard for this. Another trial with his 
teeth failed to make any impression, ap- 
parently. 


Then lie lu-ld it off at arm's length, 


looking at it earnestly meanwhile, as if 
considering—as he really was—what he 
nould dB next. All at once an idea 
entered the little fellow's head-the 
water ! And like a Mash he jumped from 
the roof to tlie live oak tree and thence 
to the well in the crotch. Stooping down 
over the well, lie actually held thedough- 
nut in the water, ;is the reader would 
soak a crust of bread iu his tea or colTee. 
He held it there perhaps five or ten sec- 
onds, when he withdrew it to see if it 
was soft enough to eat. This operation 
was repeated several times, until finally 
the doughnut was soaked so that it could 
be eaten without difficulty. 
He then 


scampered back to the roof and enjoyed 
the result of his intelligence. 


i gave him all of the cakes at different 


times thereafter, aud he held eacli one in 
the well of water immediately on receiv- 
ing it, his iirst experience having taught 
him that, it would be useless to try to eat 
them without soaking. 


This act of the monkey's should not be 


underrated on account of, or likened to, 
an apparently similar act of the common 
raccoon (j,rofyrjn btnr). The latter ani- 
mal has a habit, especially in confine- 
ment, of dippi-g or washing its food in 
water befoie eating it. This is uot an 
intelligent act, but only an instinctive 


. In its wild state the food of the 


raccoon consists phielly of crabs, frogs, 
lizards, small tin-lies etc., which it takes 
from marshes and other shallow waters, 
almost invariably using its fore paws for 
this purpose. In captivity its food is 
diffeient, but the old habit of taking its 
natural food from the water clings and 
causes an imitation by dipping or wash- 
ing iicaily every thing that is eaten. 


The essential difference betwi en in- 


stinct aud reason, as generally accepted 
is this : Instinct is an indented trait or 
habit, and embraces those acts of ani- 
mals performed under the same or simi- 
lar and oft-recurring circumstances by 
all the individuals of the same species". 
Squirrels and bees s'oie up food, and 
birds set patiently ou their eggs until 
they hatch; not because they know the 
food will he needed by and by. nor that 
the eggs will produce chickens, but simp- 
ly from an instinctive habit, transmitted 
from one generation to another.
